Minimum 
Wage of $2 
Hour Sought

WASHINGTON (AP) - Leg- 


islation for a quick increase in 
the minimum wage from $1.60 
to $2 per hour was introduced 
today by Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
as another committee opened 
hearings on a slower raise. 


Mills' committee does not 


handle wage legislation, which 
is before the House Education 
and Labor Committee. 


He said, however, he made 


his move to encourage prompt 
action for a double reason: 


—The economy needs 
the 


stimulation provided by in- 
creased purchasing power. 


—The 
minimum 
wage 


directly relates to welfare re- 
form, on which the Ways and 
Means Committee is working. 


An increase in the minimum 


wage, Mills said, would sub- 
stantially reduce the cost of the 
proposed new welfare program, 
which for the first time would 
provide benefits for the "work- 
ing 
poor"—those 
fully 
em- 


ployed but not earning enough 
to lift their families above the 
poverty level. 


The principal bill before the 


Education and 
Labor 
Com- 


mittee, sponsored by Rep. John 
H. Dent, D-Pa., and Chairman 
Carl D. Perkins, D-Ky., would 
increase the minimum hourly 
wage for non-agricultural work- 
ers from the present $1.60 to 
$1.80 next Jan. 1 and $2 Jan. 1, 
1973. 


Mills' bill would raise the 


minimum to $2 effective Feb. 1, 
1972. 


A subcommittee headed by 


Dent opened hearings today on 
minimum wage legislation, in- 
cluding measures to increase 
the minimum to as much as 
$2.25. 


The Labor Department said it 


does not yet have current fig- 
ures on how many workers 
would be affected, but said a 
survey showed about 8 million 
were earning less than $2 an 
hour as of April 1970.

railroad sought a pay raise for 
a 
bookkeeper, 
praising 
his 


"imaginative" work which a 
federal agency indicated helped 
conceal 
impending 
financial 


disaster. 


The memo cited C.S. Hill, 


then manager of Penn Central's 
accounting 
division. 
He 
has 


since risen to controller and is 
one of the few men still work- 
ing for the railroad who were 
in high positions during the 
plunge toward bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. 


The Penn Central filed for 


reorganization under the feder^ 
al bankruptcy laws June 21, 
1970. The railroad has a new 
top management team under 
control of five court-appointed 
trustees. 


The memo praising Hill is 


one of the highlights of a 1,500- 
page report on Penn Central is- 
sued Monday by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


The 12-pound report discloses 


nothing sensational that has not 
been reported previously. But 
its wealth of private memos, 
notes, 
letters, 
reports 
and 


meeting minutes provides the 
most comprehensive picture to 
date of the Penn Central de- 
mise, plus a rare glimpse into 
the executive suite. 


In one exchange of letters, a 


former director wrote in De- 
cember 1969 that facts were 
being withheld from the public. 
But his plea for complete dis- 
closure was spurned by the 
chairman of the board. 


Main points of the report are 


that the Penn Central continued 
to pay huge dividends while its 
troubles increased; that these 
troubles were concealed 
from 


the public and that contrary to 
statements by some 
officials 


the line's acquisition of nonrail- 
road properties generated little 
operating cash.

SAIGON (AP) - 
Lt. Col. 


Frank Miller, a veteran of two 
wars, wanted his opinions about 
Vietnamization to get back to 
the President of the 
United 


States. 


So 43-year-old Frank Miller 


talked to the press during the 
North Vietnamese siege of Fire 
Base 6 earlier this month. He 
said the Laotian invasion was a 
failure, and then he flew tele- 
vision cameramen in his heli- 
copter to film napalm being 
dropped around the besieged 
base in the central highlands. 


The Army said Miller talked 


out of his field of competence, 
and relieved him of his com- 
mand of the 52nd Aviation Bat- 
talion supporting South Viet- 
namese troops at Fire Base 6. 
He was put in command of 
Camp Frenzell-Jones, 12 miles 
northeast of Saigon, a staging 
area for GIs being sent home. 
It's a real comedown for a man 
wno commanded 100 helicopters 
and has been an aviator for 
half his 25 years in the service. 


Miller is serving his second 


tour in Vietnam. He received a 
Purple Heart 
for action in 


Korea. 


"I'm not bitter," Miller said 


today. "I've been a soldier too 
long. I'll retire within a year to 
central Florida and lie in the 
sunshine. I've got 10 months to 
finish this tour and then I'll re- 
tire. 


"I wanted my words and

Army Changing 
Eye Toward 
Motherhood 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


a changing eye toward mother- 
hood, the Army is going to al- 
low its female officers and en- 
listed women to do what many 
women do—have children and 
raise a family. 


New regulations, effective in 


two weeks, will permit WACs 
and female Army nurses who 
are married and "who are 
pregnant, have had terminated 
pregnancies or who 
become 


parents" to stay in the Army. 
In the past, this meant auto- 
matic discharge. 


The change is the latest move 


by the armed services to ease 
traditional double standards for 
the sexes. 


The Air Force adopted a sim- 


ilar policy in March. The Navy 
is expected to follow soon. Ear- 
lier this year, the Army ap- 
proved 
recruiting 
married 


women. 


An Army spokesman said the 


new policy won't mean 
"a 


wholesale opening of the doors" 
to mothers in uniform. "The 
mere fact that a woman is 
married 
and 
pregnant 
and 


wants to stay on are not the 
only grounds. She must also 
meet the other requirements." 


According to the regulations, 


a WAC officer must first have 
the 
recommendation 
of 
her 


commanding officer, a state- 
ment that the child will not in- 
terfere with her work or "re- 
sult in neglect of the child," 
and "the proper medical certi- 
fication and history." 


Requests from enlisLed wom- 


en also must include an ex- 
planation of "the circumstances 
involved" in a pregnancy. 


If approved, the Army will 


grant the mother-to-be a leave 
of absence from the seventh 
month of pregnancy to the sixth 
week after birth of the child. 


The same procedures apply 


to married women who want to 
adopt children or whose preg- 
nancy is aborted, either medi- 
cally or by miscarriage. 


Unmarried women who be- 


come pregnant will be dis- 
charged as in the past. How- 
ever, in special cases they will 
be eligible to remain in the 
Army should they adopt chil- 
dren or if their pregnancy is 
terminated. 
"Each individual 


case will be handled on its mer- 
its," the spokesman said.

W. H. Dillahunty of Lit- 
tle Rock on behalf of the En- 
gineers. Monday was the last 
day for the notice to be filed. 


Eisele issued the order halt- 


ing the construction until the 
Engineers study all known pos- 
sible 
environmental 
conse- 


quences of the project. 


The appeal will set a prece- 


dent on how extensive a study 
the corps must make under the 
National Environmental Policy 
Act of 1969 for a project under 
way. 


The act, which went into ef- 


fect in January, requires fed- 
eral agencies to evaluate the 
impact of public works projects 
on the environment and to file 
statements 
on their 
findings 


with the President's Council on 
Environmental Quality. 


The 
Army 
Engineers con- 


tended that a statement they 
filed in October and a revision 
filed in January were sufficient 
to meet requirements of the 
act. 


Work on the Gillham Dam 


project began in 1963 and more 
than $9 million has been spent 
on related structures. Work on 
the dam itself has not begun. 


Construction of the dam was 


challenged in a suit filed last 
fall by several conservation 
groups. 


The dam site is located north- 


east of DeQueen.

Vets Shift 
Protests to 
Offices

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


thousand 
battle-dressed 
Viet- 


nam veterans have temporarily 
shifted 
their antiwar 
protest 


from the streets of the national 
capital into the offices of Con- 
gress. 


Still wearing their 
jungle 


camouflage fatigues and other 
bits and pieces of uniform, the 
veterans sought meetings with 
House and Senate members to 
tell how they turned against the 
war. 


Initial reaction from the leg- 


islators was mixed. 


"Those who have tended to 


be liberal on the war talked to 
us," said one veteran after in- 
itial visits Monday. "Those who 
have been more hawkish were 
'out.'" 


"Some people didn't like the 


way we dressed," said another, 
"but the way we are dressed 
was largely the way we dressed 
in 'Nam.'" 


The sight of 2,000 uniformed 


ex-soldiers marching on their 
government Monday was a new 
twist for the antiwar demon- 
strations frequent in Washing- 
ton over the past few years. 


The scene at the west front of 


the Capitol gave something of 
the image of a battle zone, with 
several vets carrying toy copies 
of the M-16 rifles they lugged in 
Vietnam. 


Traces of Navy blue and Ma- 


rine olive drag speckled the 
predominantly 
Army 
crowd. 


There was a flak suit with Air 
Force wings on the chest, gold 
wings of a Navy pilot, bars of 
officers 
and stripes of ser- 


geants. And berets of varied 
hue. 


The faces were young, but

Famed Sports 
Broadcaster 
Dead at 60 
MILL VALLEY, Calif. (AP) 


— Russ Hodges, for 22 years 
the voice of the Giants National 
League baseball club on radio 
and television, is dead at 60. 


Hodges collapsed at his home 


here Monday night and was 
dead on arrival at Marin Gen- 
eral Hospital. An autopsy was 
scheduled to determine cause 
of death. 


Although he retired from full- 


time broadcasting 
after the 


1970 
season, Hodges continued 


on the Giants' public relations 
staff 
and 
occasionally 
did 


broadcasts. 


He was best remembered for 


his broadcast of the Giants' 
playoff game with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers in 1951, prior to the 
club's move from New York to 
San Francisco in 1958. 


When Bobby Thompson hit a 


home run to win the playoff, 
Hodges shouted into the micro- 
phone over and over again: 
"Giants win the pennant! Gi- 
ants win the pennant!" 


His "Bye-bye baby" when a 


player connected for a home 
run was well known to thou- 
sands of fans. 


National 
League 
President 


Charles Feeney said Hodges' 
death was "a tremendous loss 
to me personally, to the city of 
San Francisco and to all of 
baseball. He was one of the fi- 
nest men I knew." 


President Horace C. Stone- 


ham of the Giants called Hod- 
ges' death "a great shock to all 
of us." 


Born in Dayton, Ky., a Cin- 


cinnati suburb, Hodges attend- 
ed the University of Kentucky 
where he was a halfback on the 
football team. He earned a law 
degree in 1929 but began broad- 
casting sports in college and 
never practiced law. 


After sports broadcasting in 


Cincinnati and Chicago, Hodges 
went to New York to cover the 
New York Yankees with Mel 
Allen, then switched to the Gi- 
ants in 1949. During the 1950s 
he announced the "Fight of the 
Week" on CBS television. 


He is survived by his widow, 


Gay, 
whom he married in 1962, 


and a son and daughter by a 
previous marriage. Funeral ar- 
rangements were pending. 


MacNeil Hot 
Gloating 
Over Win 


MONTREAL (AP) — Coach 


Al MacNeil was not gloating 
Monday as he savored the Mon- 
treal Canadiens' upset victory 
over the Boston Bruins in the 
Stanley Cup quarter-final play- 
off series. 


Nor was MacNeil making any 


rash predictions about the sem- 
ifinal series which begins here 
tonight against the Minnesota 
North Stars. 


"When you make the right 


combinations 
and 
you win, 


you're great," said MacNeil, 
who took over the coaching 
reins from Claude Ruel last 
Dec. 3. 


"When you make the same 


combinations 
and 
you lose, 


you're all wet." 


After Montreal took two of 


the first three games of the 
series against the Bruins and 
then lost the next two, Mac- 
Neil's coaching was criticized. 


A sore point was the contin- 


ual use of young Peter Mahovl- 
ich as a penalty killer, thereby 
cutting down on the 35-goal 
scorer's offensive talent. 


He was also denounced for 


using rookie defenseman Pierre 
Bouchard in some tight situ- 
ations.

Discharge May 
Be Infection

Dear Dr. L a m b — I am 


constantly bothered with dis- 
charge, which is both embar- 
rassing and annoying. I have 
been to several doctors but 
none seem to help, other 
than telling me to douche. 
This doesn't help. Could you 
tell me why I have this prob- 
lem and what to do about it? 
I'\£e hadi^itfi^itoim Rlus 
one miscarriage and am 48 
years old. 


Dear Reader — About 30 


per cent of all women of 
childbearing age have trou- 
ble with a vaginal infection, 
causing a discharge. Unlike 
the normal secretions of the 
vagina, the discharge usual- 
ly has a bad odor and may 
or may not be associated 
with itching—depending on 
what causes the infection. 
Some infections are caused 
by fungus or yeast and oth- 
ers by bacteria. Most of 
these infections can be cured 
or 
controlled 
if 
properly 


treated. 


There are many causes for 


failure in treatment of vag- 
inal infections. Too often it 
is because the right treat- 
ment has not been used. A 
large number of infections 
are best treated by medi- 
cines taken by mouth as op- 
posed to medicated douches. 
Some infections involve the 
urinary tract as well as the 
vagina and local treatment 
of the vagina doesn't solve 
that problem. Even certain 
yeast infections that 
are 


properly treated by douches 
and medicines applied to the 
infected area sometimes re- 
quire medicine by mouth to 
reduce the amount of yeast 
organisms in the digestive 
tract—a common source of 
reinfection. 


Another common cause for 


treatment failure is not con- 
tinuing the medicine long 
enough. Prolonged t r e a t - 
ment well after symptoms 
are relieved is usually ne- 
cessary or the problem re- 
curs. 


SHORT RIBS 


In a good many of the 


common vaginal infections, 
the male also carries the in- 
fecting agent and a success- 
ful cure requires simultane- 
ous treatment of both sexual 
partners 
in 
most 
cases. 


Treating the woman alone 
merely sets her up for rein- 
fection. 


Then there is the problem 


-of chariging--.lh.ife niprirn.alife^c- 
terial content of the vagina, 
causing it to be more easily 
infected by yeast or fungus. 
This happens when a woman 
is taking antibiotics. A wom- 
an with recurrent vaginal in- 
fection should take preven- 
tive medicine when on anti- 
biotics, if the cause of the 
infection 
is 
a 
yeast 
or 


funguslike organism. 


Taking too many douches, 


particularly medicated ones 
and using antiseptic soaps 
on the vulva all 
destroy 


normal bacterial growth per- 
mitting harmful organisms 
to spread in an uncontrolled 
fashion and causing a vag- 
inal infection. 


If a woman is having re- 


current problems, oral con- 
traceptives should be dis- 
continued.

CL215, an amphibious, water- 
bombing airplane, on loan from 
Canada. It was ready to make 
passes today at a nine-mile 
string of fires in the 
Ever- 


glades. 


Robert Miller, district forest- 


er of the Florida Division of 
Forestry, said the rainmaker 
was an experiment in dousing 
smouldering much fires that 
persistently ignite blazes on the 
dry grasslands. 


Skimming Lake Okeechobee 


at 75 miles per hour, the plane 
will scoop up water to fill two 
700-gallon tanks with two snor- 
kel devices that are lowered as 
the plane flies overhead. 


Pressure forces the water 


into the tanks and the plane 
flies 40 feet above the fire to 
drop its pay load, bomb bay 
fashion, on the flames, Miller 
said. 


"The water comes down like 


a real dense rain and breaks 
into a cloud-like pattern," Mil- 
ler said. "But there is enough 
force to knock you down."

NORTH LITTLE ROCK (AP) 


— State Education Commission- 
er A. W. Ford said Monday 
that it was a "questionable 
practice" for the legislature to 
require local school districts to 
provide teacher benefits with- 
out passing legislation for addi- 
tional revenues. 


Ford made the remark in ref- 


erence to a bill passed this year 
by the legislature that required 
districts to provide teachers 
with at least six days of sick 
leave each year at full pay with 
teachers 
being 
allowing 
to 


accumulate up to 30 days sick 
leave. 


In a speech to the North Lit- 


tle Rock Kiwanis Club, Ford 
commended 
the 
legislature, 


which formally adjourned Mon- 
day, as the most "progressive 
in recent times," but added 
that the legislators may have 
acted too hastily on the sick- 
leave bill. 


The commissioner said the 


bill was passed as a result of 
pressure exerted by teachers. 
"Unfortunately, they (legisla- 
tors) did not go into the budget 
problems," Ford said. "I think 
this is a very questionable prac- 
tice 
... and somebody 
will 


have to give it some realistic 
fiscal review at the proper 
time." 


Ford said the districts might 


go "a year or two" without

assessments although there has 
been no progress made with 
county officials who hold the key 
to such a program. In fact the 
County Assessor, Carter Sutton, 
has flatly rejected the proposal;
